A Short Pro- forma Meeting of the 

Rump Commission—The Council 
Confirms Glass's Bond — Maj. 
Bonsall Moves for the Dismissal 
of the Commissioners. | 


There was no change in the police 
situation yesterday. Chief Burns, 
Deputy Biles and Capt. Harris showed 
up at the regular time and entered 
upon the discharge of their duties, as 
did also Detective Jennings. Chief 
Giass was also promptly on hand, and 
was in and out of the station at inter- 
vals during the day.

GLASs’S BOND APPROVED. 
The Council, which has been sitting 
daily as a board of equalization dur- 


special session at 8 o’clock yesterday 
ternoon, when President .Franken- 


field announced that the matter before 
the body was the approval of the bond of 
the newly-elected Chief of Police, J. M. 
Glass,which was presented. Mr. Bonsall 
opposed the approval of the bond, and 
reintroduced the resolutions presented 
by him some time ago, setting forth 
that the best interests of the city de- 
manded achange in the police admin- 
istration, and asking that the present 
commissioners send in their resigna- 
tions. Mr. Bonsall said that he pre- 
sented the resolutions for the purpose 
of getting an expression of opinion of 
the Councilmen in regard to the pres- 
ent state of affairs. The other mem- 
bers, however, could not see the matter 
in this light, saying that their func- 
tions in the Paes were purely min- 
isterial, and that all they had to do 
was to pass on the fact as to whether 
the bond, which had been approved 
by the City Attorney as to form, was 
good and valid. A vote was then 
taken, and the bond approved 5 a 
vote of 6 to 1. (Mr. Bonsall), after 
which the Council adjourned, and im- 
mediately reconvened as a board of 
equalization, and proceeded with the 
transaction of regular business. 

The amount of the bond is $5000, 
and the sureties named are ex-Mayor 
John Bryson, George H. Bonebrake, 
W. T. Myers, A. W. Francisco and 
J. Stuart. 

WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS. 

Mayor Hazard was seen yesterday 
afternoon about 5 o’clock, and when 
asked if Glass’s bond had been pre- 
sented to him for approval said that it 
had not as yet. He said that it must 
have been a very important matter for 
the Council to go into special session 
for the purpose of approving the bond, 
to the neglect of the general business 
of the city, and he would see that it 
received due consideration when it 
reached his hands, as he proposed to 
take plenty of time to investigate it 
and seé that it wasallregular. The 
Mayor had not changed his views as 
expressed in the interview published 
yesterday morning, and intimated in 
pretty strong terms that the public 
would soon have an opportunity of 
finding out the true inwardness of the 
whole affair. When told that the mat- 
ter of his impeachment had been dis- 
cussed, His Honor laughed at the idea 
of such a thing, and said that he 
wished some of them would try it, and 
they would find out a good deal that 
they did not now know. The Mayor 
courted the fullest possible investiga- 
tion, and said that he was ready when- 
ever they were. 

MORE COMPLICATIONS. 

There is no telling just where the 
annoying complications growing out of 
the present muddle will end. The idea 
has been advanced by no less eminent 
legal authority than Judge Anson 
Brunson that the Chief of Police can 
only be removed by regular impeach- 
ment proceedings, and it is stated that 
Hon. S. M. White is authority for the 
statement that the eity is liable for the 
full amount of the Chief's salary for 
one year, $3000, whether he retains the 
office or not. Mayor Hazard is also of 
the same opinion. 

On the other hand, those opposed to 
Burns say that this claim is absurd, 
and that there is nothing in the char- 
ter or in common law to sustain such a 
claim, as section 9 of the charter 
plainly says that any appointive officer 
may be removed at the willof thea 
pointing power, and that there is noth- 
mg in the charter fixing thé term of 
oflice of the Chief. No matter which 
side is right, the case will probably go 
to the courts for decision. . Be-

THE SCOTT TRIAL. 


THE PROSECUTION WORKING 
UP ITS THEORY, 


But Without Any Very Convincing 
Developments—A Skull in Cour 
to Illustrate the Nature of Scott's 
Wound—tTestimony of Previous 
Good Character. 


The prosecution is making an en- 
ergotic effort to join the links in the 
chain of circumstances connecting 
Charles Scott with the murder of 
Annie le Brun, April 12th, on Ala- 
meda street, in this city. It is one of 
the most carefully prepared cases that 
has emanated from the District Attor- 
ney’s ufiice, and while no particularly 
new testimony is being brought out in 
the trial, if Scott is not convicted, it 
will not be the fault of the District 
Attorney’s office in artistically group- 
ing such facts as they have. 

So far the testimony has failed to 

shake the stubborn denial by Scott, 
made on what he believed to be his 
death bed, that she met her death at 
his hands. He has told a consistent 
story, not only while dazed by his 
wound, but ever since; and the wit- 
nesses have all corroborated his state- 
ment, whether it be true or false. 
What he told the priest, who confessed 
him, cannot, of course, be known. 
_ The interest ia the trial materially 
increased yesterday, and Judge McKin- 
ley’s courtroom was filled with spec- 
tators allday. The testimony of the 
prosecution during the day consisted 
principally in gathering together the 
threads of the stories told by previous 
witnesses. District Attorney Kelly 
was present and took part in the ex- 
amination of witnesses with Mr. 
Hardesty. 

Dr. Choate’s testimony, taken at the 
E examination, was read by 
r. Hardesty. It showed the position 
of Scott and the murdered woman on 
the bed in the little room where they 
were fouud, and the nature of their 
wounds, together with such conver- 
sation as the Doctor heard, and a 
repetition of what has been testified to 

by preceding witnesses. 

Mary Howard of Alameda street 
knew Annie le Brun from the time she 
arrived in the city until she was mur- 
dered, but knew very little as to her 
relations with Scott. 

Several witnesses were introduced to 
trace the revolver and cartridges tound 
in the room from the time they left it 
until the present time, among them 
being Justice Lockwood, Clerk War- 
ren, Emil Harris and Officer Conley. 
It was clearly proved that the revolver 
and cartridges in court were those 
found in the room of the tragedy. 

Alexander Slatterman, an alleged 
waiter, with headquarters on Alameda 
street, testified that he occupied a 
room adjoining that of Annie le Brun’s 
and heard a quarrel between 
Scott the night of the murder. He 
afterward saw them carressing each 
other, and the misunderstanding 115 
peared to have been made up. 0 
heard Annie le Brun tell Scott to leave 
that night. It was after this that he 
saw Scott sitting on her lap: 

In the afternoon several 
were examined, and the skull of a 
departed Frenchman was Brough 
into court for the purpose of eliciting 
information as to the nature of Scott’s 
wound, and the effect it would have 
upon the clearness of his mind at the 
time he made the statements denying 
the shooting. | 3 


The physicians examined were Dr. 


D. Wise. They all testified tI 
nature of the wound was not such 
to have prevented him from answering 
the questions put th him clearly and 
giving the details of the occurrences. 

The defense attempted to have such 
hypothetical questions as were put by 
the prosecution ruled out, but they 
were allowed by the Court. : 

The last witness introduced by the 
prosecution was H. B. Adams, a Main- 
street gnnsmith. He was handed the 
revolver and cartridges and examined 
them 

He testified that not only the two 
empty shells had been exploded, but 
that the capson the three remaining 
cartridges found in the revolver h 
been struck by the hammer. He gave 
it as his opinion that an attempt had 
been made to fire them off. He testi- 
fied that the striker was off the center, 
and struck the caps in such a manner 
as to necessitate their being struck 
twice before the caps exploded. 

The defense then began the intro- 
duction of its testimony 8 a 
gunsmith on the stand, Mr. Smiley, 
who gave it as his opinion that no 
man can tell whether an attempt had 
been made to explode the cartridges in 
question. The indentation on the caps 
might have been made by the hammer 
being struck against something. It 
might have been snapped, but he could 


— say whether that was the case or 
not. 


Jack Bryan, the partner ot Charles 
Scott in the blacksmith business, on 
Requena street, testifled in regard to 
his character and the conversation he 
bad with him as he lay on the bed 
shortly after he was discovered. He 
described the position in which they 
were lying, and said the woman had a 
kind of smile on her dead face. He 
had known Scott for a year and seven 
months, and during that time he 
missed only three days from work, two 
of which were in the week before the 
murder. He testified that Scott’s rep- 
utation for peace and order was good. 
He only knen. of his association with 
the murdered woman 10 days before 
the tragedy. When he went into the 
room he exclaimed: “My God! 
Charley, how did this happen?“ Scott 
denied to him that he had shot the 
woman or that she shot him. 
He asked Scott a number of questions, 
and all that he would say was that 
be did not do it, and did not know 
who did it. He also said that at 1 
o’clock when he went to the room 
Scott was rational, and he thought it 
remarkable that he should be so with 
the wound he had. 

The witness saw Annie le Brun only 
twice; once at Mayhew's saloon on 
Requena street, opposite the shop, and 
once at Marchant’s saloon on Requena, 
adjoining the shop. The defense 
attempted to get the conversations 
that ensued on those occasions, but 
they were ruled out on the ground that 
Scott was not present when they took 
place. The defense wanted to prove 
by the witness that Annie le Bran 
made threats against Scott both times, 
but as they plainly stated. that their 
theory is not self-defense, the con- 
versations were held inadmissable. 

The case will be resumed this morn- 


ing, and will probably be finished 
today. 


Lawyer Duval Again in Trouble. 

An information was filed yesterday 
in Judge McKinley’s court against 
Virgil B. Duval, the lawyer who has 
been having such an extensive deal in 
the courts as a defendant recently. 
The information charges him with as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, in havin

He claims that for an advantage of 
5 or 10 per cent. the latter will now 
give the Chinese the preference, 
although white men at once put 75 per 
cent. of their earnings in circulation 
right at home, while the Chinese do 
not spend more, at the most, than 25 
per cent., sending the balance to China

HISTORICAL MILESTONES SET 
UP ON THIS DATE. 


The Battle of the Bees—An Extraor- 
dinary Storm — Marshal Mar- 
mont—The Earl of Shrewsbury— 
Petrarch, the Italian Poet. 


One of the most extraordinary inci 
dents in the history of bee culture 


occurred on July 20, 1820, when M 


Eulert, a merchant of Berlin, Prussia, 
w.th his wife was on his way to that 
city from Wittenburg. While passing 
along the high road between Kropstadt 
and Schmogelsdorf the coachman ob- 


served the horses to rub uneasily 


against each other. Suddenly aswarm 


ot bees appeared, or a collection of 
swarms, humerous beyond reckoning. 


They covered the carriage, horses, 
travelers and coachman, and attacked 
the mouth, nose, eyes and earsof the 
horses until the poor animals, quite 
overcome, lay down unresisting. The 
coachman lost his hat in aiding the 
horses, and the bees then fastened 
upon his head with such avidity that 
it became a matted mass of bees, hair 
and blood. He threw himself on the 
ground in desperation, and became for 
atime insensible. Mme. Eulert bad 
at the outset jumped out of the car- 
riage, and her face and head being 
covered, ran to a neighboring field 
and threw herself face down- 
ward on the grass. M. Eulert then 
alighted and shouted for help, and 
while his mouth was open some of the 
bees entered it and ihnereased his 
trouble. He then covered his face and 
neck with a handkerchief and ran toa 
place where he saw three peasants 
looking on; but they were too much 
alarmed to help him, and so he ran on

1830 caused his banishment from 
France, and he died in Venice in

JOHN TALBOT, SOLDIER. : 
One of the ablest commanders em- 
ployed in the conquest of France, in 
the first half of the fifteenth century, 
was Jobn Talbot, Earl of Shrewsbury, 
who was born in 1373. He subdued the | 
Irish rebellion of 1414, and served with 
distinction under Henry V., in France, 
aining several brilliant victories. But 
‘can of Arc was too much for Talbot, 
who was compelled to retire trom the 
siege of Orleans in 1429, and was sub- 
sequently captured. Regainin his 
liberty, he reduced Harfleur an 
eral other towns, and was created Earl 
of Shrewsbury for his services.
